Col. White pointed out that should the DCI*s and DDCI*s pay be 
raised there should be no problem in increasing salaries of

Mr. Kirkpatrick: 

Reported that Bob King, Assistant to the Vice President, 
had asked for a briefing and received the Director*s approval 
to arrange this. In this connection, the Director noted that 
the Vice President had to leave the NSC meeting before he (DCI) 
had given his last semi-annual briefing on CIA activities and 
asked Mr. Kirkpatrick to advise Mr. Kingthat Mr. Wisner would be 
available to repeat this briefing for the Vice President if he 
so desires. 

Mr. Sheldon: 

Noted that we would soon have to take an Agency stand on 
whether or not OSIA should become a member of the lAC. The 
Director indicated as far as he was concerned USIA should be a 
member and further if there is a split in the Committee on this 
proposal he agreed that it should go to the NSC for final decision.
